Lab tests have uncovered 
the first 2 probable human 
cases of West Nile virus 
in Simcoe County - one 
of them in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. 

The Health Unit confirmed 
that an adult female from 
Bradford is currently being 
treated for an apparent case 
of the virus, which is spread 
by mosquitoes. 

A second adult victim, 
a male from the city of 
Barrie, is also believed 
to be infected with the 
disease, which produces 
symptoms that can include 
fever, headache, body 
ache, nausea and vomiting. 
The majority of those 
infected with West Nile 
virus experience only mild 
symptoms, if any - but in 
less than 1% of cases, the 
disease can cause high 
fever, muscle weakness, stiff 
neck, confusion, and even 
result in encephalitis or

Another “clean audit” for Bradford West Gwillimbury 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has posted 
another “clean” audit. 

On August 12, Glenn 
Ventrcek, partner in BDO 
Dunwoody, presented the 
Consolidated Financial 
Statements for the year ending 
December 31,2012. There were 
few surprises - and a warning. 

In 2012, the Town’s revenues 
were up 7.3% - which included 
taxes, transfer payments and 
user fees. 

Expected taxes were $23,833 
million; in fact, the Town 
collected $24,984 million in tax 
revenues. The Town expected 
Transfer Payments totalling 
$97,230 - “actual” totalled 
$341,335 - and looked for user 


fees of$11.888million, but 
received $13,779 million. 

Total revenues for 2012 came 
to $43,497 million. 

Expenses, however, totalled 
$50,942 million - an apparent 
deficit, except that $12 million 
of the “expenses” actually 
represent amortization of 
the Town's capital assets - a 
function of the new accounting 
procedure, demanded by 
the Province, that requires 
municipalities to include their 
tangible capital assets in the 
balance sheet. 

In fact, even with the 
amortization factored in, once 
capital revenues - transfers 
from reserves, grants, cost 
recovery, contributed tangible 


Allocating the 2012 Surplus 


Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Director of Finance Ian 
Goodfellowhas identified an 
actual year-end cash surplus 
of $954,000, for 2012. 

On August 12, Council 
allocated ah of the surplus to 
the following; 

. $2,624 to the Santa Claus 
Parade 

. $10,000 to the Accessibility 
Advisory Committee. This 
is money that was set aside 


for the AAC by Council and 
unspent in 2012; the funds are 
being rolled over to 2013.

“roll-over” of an account that 
accrued through Council 
and staff contributions and 
community donations, to 
cover the costs of events that 
include the Town golf tourney 
and Christmas party. 

. $130,000 to the Family 


assets - were added to the 
balance, the Town had a net 
surplus at the end of the year 
of $1,526 million and “tangible 
capital assets” (infrastructure 
that now includes the new 
Library and Leisure Centre) of 
over $286 million. 

The warning? With 172 
employees, all of whom are 
insured and receive benefits 
through OMERS (Ontario 
Municipal Employees 
Retirement Services), the Town 
can expect to see the cost of 
those benefits continue to rise 
sharply. OMERS has recorded 
assets of about $59 Billion, but 
liabilities that are close to $69 
Billion - a $10 Billion shortfall.

rates, or reduce benefits,” noted 
Ventrcek - and so far, have opted for 
the former. The bill from OMERS 
increased from $800,000 last year to 
over $1 million, and “I don’t see that 
number decreasing as they try to 
bridge that gap.” 

Councillors were asked if they had 
any questions regarding the Audit.

"It’s a process,” Ventrcek said. “We 
did most of the field work in March, 
April, but you have to wait."

carried out on a weekly basis, since 
the middle of June - and although 
a Bradford mosquito pool did test 
positive in 2012, there have been no 
signs of the disease in mosquitoes, this 

“We do keep a close watch on 
Bradford. We are quite vigilant,” 
Whelan said, noting, “To the south 
of us, they’ve been getting positive 
mosquito results,” for several weeks. 

It’s often difficult to determine 
exactly where someone picked up the 
infection. “People are mobile. They're 
particularly mobile in the summer," 
she said, adding, "Right now, we’re 
operating under the assumption they 
got the infection at home,” in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, and in Barrie. 

Dr. Jim Pfaff, Associate Medical 
Officer of Health with the Simcoe 
Muskoka District Health Unit 
explained that the “months of highest 
risk for human West Nile virus illness 
are August and September, another 
good reason for people to take 
measures to protect themselves” from 
mosquito bites. 

The health unit is recommending 
that residents use insect repellent, 
following the manufacturers’ 
directions; wear light-coloured long- 
sleeved shirts and long pants, and 
avoid areas of high mosquito activity 
between dusk and dawn. 

Residents should also ensure that 
there are no breaks or rips in window 
screens, and eliminate any standing 
water around the home - including 
stagnant water in bird baths and 
wading pools - that could provide 
breeding habitat for mosquitoes. 

“This is the time to be vigilant,” said 
Whelan.

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Bank won’t cover losses 


To the editor: This is a letter to bring 
awareness to our community. 

In the early hours of Monday, June 
10, my wallet was stolen from my 
vehicle, which was parked in my 
driveway. It wasn’t until 8 a.m., when 
my wife left for work, that we noticed 
something wrong. The car had been 
opened, items were strewn over the 
seats, and my wallet was gone. 

I immediately called police to report 
the theft, and then called our bank, to 
report that the cards inside my wallet 
had been stolen. 

The person who took my wallet 
made several stops between 2:34 
a.m. and 7:16 a.m. While a number 
of purchases were declined, the 
following went through: 

2:34 a.m. - $201.75 - convenience 

store in Bradford 

2:39 a.m. - $130.50 - convenience 

store in Bradford 

3:08 a.m. - $102.50 - grocery store,

3:09 a.m. - $102.25 - grocery store,

4:02 a.m. - $100 cash withdrawal,

4:03 a.m. - $80 cash withdrawal,

purchase, Bradford 

5:27 a.m. - $10 VISA gas purchase, in

I know that forgetting my wallet in 
my car was mistake number one. The 
second mistake I made was using my 
my year of birth as my PIN number, 
which was easily taken from my 
driver’s licence. 

I went to the bank here in town with 
the Police Officer who responded 
to my call and they checked right 
away to see if there was video of this 
person. The bank confirmed a clear 
picture of a young male that ties 
directly to the transactions made 
with my cards, and a request for this 
photo was made by the Officer. After 
several visits to the bank to complete 


the report of the incident and fill 
out necessary forms, we have been 
advised that we are not protected and 
will not be reimbursed for any of the 
VISA purchases or ATM withdrawals 
made by this person because the 
bank claims I made it too easy for him 
to use my cards. 

I was also advised that it was the 
Bank Manager's discretion whether or 
not to offer help by way of coverage of 
these funds. None was given. 

My wife and I have dealt with 
this bank for over 30 years and 
would consider ourselves excellent 
customers. We may not be rich, but 
we are honest. We were also told that 
in the bank’s opinion, our card was 
NOT compromised. I don’t know how 
they can possibly say this when the 
list of transactions speaks volumes, 
versus a 30-year banking relationship 
with nothing but a positive history. 

My advice is to make sure that your 
PIN number is NOT your date of 
birth or your birth year, because the 
banks will not consider this a stolen 
or compromised card. You will not be 
reimbursed for any debt incurred on 
the stolen card(s). 

June 10 is one week prior to Father’s 
Day. Perhaps someone you know 
received the Makita 6 Combo Pak as 
a gift - a gift that was purchased using 
my VISA card. I, on the other hand, 
am stuck with paying $2,710.51 as a 
result of this individual’s fun. 

South Simcoe Police have several 
pictures of this suspect. We have 
learned that the same individual has 
been linked to another wallet theft 
locally. Anyone with information can 
contact South Simcoe Police, and 
mention incident 13-6334.

(Editor's Note: Every bank has its 
own policy, regarding reimbursement 
of losses as a result of fraud or theft. 
The best plan is to contact your 
bank to determine how they would 
respond in a similar situation - and to 
change your PIN if it is easily guessed. 
A study from the U.K. found that 18% 
of respondants used their birth date 
or year as their PIN - that’s almost 1 
in 5. And DataGenetics.com reports 
that the most common PIN number 
is 1234).

The internal water meter is connected to 
the external wireless radio transmitter on your property, 
transferring your consumption data directly and securely 
to Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury software with limited 
need for manual meter reading.

WHEN IS A BUILDING PERMIT REQUIRED? 

Under the Building Code Act a building permit is required for the 
construction of an addition or alteration to a building or the con¬ 
struction of a new building or structure over 10.0 square metres 
(108 square feet) in area. It is the responsibility of the owner to 
obtain a building permit. The following is a list of typical projects 
covered under our Program: 


BILL 124 REQUIREMENTS 


Designers who prepare 
drawings for extensions, 
alterations or repairs to 
houses and small build¬ 
ings (including decks and 
porches) must be quali¬ 
fied by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment. Applications 
whose drawings do not 
contain the required qual¬ 
ification information (BCIN 
number) will not be 
accepted. Please do not 
make arrangements for a 
Program appointment if 
your designer is not quali¬ 
fied. Homeowers who do 
their own design 
are exempt from qualifica¬ 
tion. 


Building permit applications must be accompanied by plans/ 
drawings (drawn to scale) clearly depicting the nature and extent of 
the proposed work. Typical drawing requirements include floor 
plans, framing plans, foundation plans, cross sections, elevations 
and a site plan. The level of detail provided in the plans must be 
sufficient for staff to review the proposal from the permit submis¬ 
sion. This means providing enough information on the drawings to 
be able to construct the project from them.

Important fire safety tips during power outages! 

To reduce fire risk during a power outage, the Office of the Fire Marshal 

recommends following the following safety tips 

• Electrically-connected smoke alarms and carbon monoxide alarms will 
not work when the power is out. Homeowners should ensure they have 
battery-operated smoke alarms and carbon monoxide alarms to provide 
early warning of fire and carbon monoxide. 

• During a power outage, families should make sure electric stove elements 
and small appliances are OFF or unplugged to prevent fires from starting 
when the electricity is restored. Everyone should know how to get out 
immediately if there is a fire. 

• Cordless phones will not work when the power is out, so it is recommended 
to have at least one phone that does not require electricity to operate. 

• Use flashlights or battery-operated lanterns instead of candles or hurricane 
lamps. If using candles, place them in a secure holder and cover them with 
a glass chimney. 

• Propane and charcoal barbecues are for outdoor use only. Do not bring 
them inside. 

• Only use portable space heaters that have been designed for indoor use 
and follow the manufacturer’s instructions. Provide adequate ventilation 
by opening a window slightly while the heater is in use. Before refuelling, 
turn off the heater, wait for it to cool and take the heater outside to refuel. 

• Purchase generators with recognized approval labels. Make sure the unit 
has proper connection receptacles and circuit breakers. 

• Portable generators should only be used outdoors and carefully located 
to ensure that exhaust fumes do not enter the home. Allow the generator 
to cool before refuelling. Refuel the generator outside, following the 
manufacturer’s instructions. Store fuel for the generator in approved 
containers, outside the home.

Descendant’s Day in Sharon 


Bruce Willson always thought he 
might be related to David Willson, the 
visionary founder of the Quaker Sect, 
The Children of 
Peace, and the 
Sharon Temple. 

But it was only 
when he began 
investigating the 
family tree, in 
the 1990s, that 
he uncovered the 
connection - and 
the explanation 
for the “Rebellion 
Box” that had 
been handed 
down in his 

Rebellion Boxes 
are finely-worked 
miniature 
wooden boxes, 
created by those 
who participated in the ill-fated 
Rebellion of 1837, during their long 
hours of incarceration in prison. 

“This is what started it for me," 
Willson said of the Rebellion Box. “I 
always had it, but didn’t know why.” 

The name engraved on the box is 
"Hester Graham”; Willson learned 
that it had been made by “rebel” John 
Graham for his sister Hester - who 
eventually married into the Willson 
family. 

That’s the kind of information 
that was available through the East 
Gwillimbury Historical Society and 
other organizations on August 10, 
Descendant’s Day at the Sharon 


Temple National Historic Site. 

The Day was an invitation to the 
descendants of the early families of 
the Children of Peace 
and their neighbours 

- the Doans, 

Grahams, Mortons, 
Lundys, Ramsdens, 
Sutherlands, 
Armstrongs, Willsons, 
among others - to 
come in and share 
their genealogical 
research and family 

Mary Myers, 
Secretary of the 
East Gwillimbury 
Historical Society, 
was on hand with 
a collection of old 
family photographs 

- and to explain 
family connections, 

including her own links to the Willson 
family, and to 6th generation Bruce. 

“We’re connected through Hester 
Graham,” she said. “We’re connected 
in more ways than one: we have 
Willsons in the family and more 
Grahams” - not to mention a shared 
interest in family history.
